with the hope that I m ay give you 
some

system , and not that I expect to tell 
you any' new ideas as to the benefits 
of this system , that

minutes of your attention this m orn­ 
ing. 
lf this m eeting today proves of suf­ 
ficient interest to warrant the organi­

their immediate supervision. 
A s but three of these groups were 
organized last year, we must natural­ 
ly turn to those three for evidence 
as to any increase in m em bership of

Anociation. 
Before Group 


iiO . 
I was organized 26 banks out of 
the 77 in its territory w ere members 
of the W isconsin 
Bankers A ssocia­ 
tion, while at the m eeting last sum ­ 
mer 45 hanks within that 
territory 
w ere upon the rolls. 
In territory of 
Group No. 2, 26 out o f the 89 banks 
belonged 
to the 
association before 
that 
G roup was 
organized, 
which 
number had been increased to 48 be­ 
fore 
last 
sum m er’s m eeting. Group 
No. 3 showed an increase, but of not 
quite so large a percentage, as their 
part 
o f the state 
had 
been largely 
interested in the association, previous­ 
ly. 
W hen we also consider the fact 
that outside o f the three groups o r ­ 
ganized last year, in the w hole state, 
but six banks were added to the m em ­ 
bership roll, I believe no other evi­ 
dence is necessary' to prove that the 
first rd these tw o aims is being real­ 
ized. 
O th er states having had longer e x ­ 
perience with the Group S ystem re­ 
port 
a 
much 
larger ^percentage 
of 
banks as m em bers than is reported 
from any state not having the Group 
System.

I think' it is generally understood 
that no extra m em bership fee is re­ 
quired of any bank ort acount o f it* 
G roup m embership, as the one fee 
State A ssociation and the Group, thi> 
fee being the regular fee cd the State 
A ssociation — $5.00 for banks o f less 
than $100,000 capital and $10.00 fo$ a 
larger capital— it being the intention 
that to becom e a G roup m em ber a 
bank must becom e a m em ber o f the 
State A s s ig n a tio n , and from the fee 
paid by each m em ber $1.00 is returned 
to the Group by' the parent A ssocia­ 
tion. which return, or refund, covers 
the expense of operating the Group, 
and if a member, on account of dis­ 
tance to he travelled, or lack o f time, 
is unable to attend but one rd the tw o 
m eetings he will have value received 


f o r his investment, and this “ value 
received’* 
brings 
us 
to 
the 
second 
“ aim ” of these organizations, the ben­ 
efit td the individual banker and to 
the institution under his immediate 
supervision. 
Als there are very few hankers who 
know all aboirt every subject of this 
banking business. I 
think the bene­ 
fit to the individual hanker is apparent 
to all, for it is in such m eetings as 
this, where gentlem en o f the same 
profession, or business, get together 


and discuss questions of peculiar in­ 
terest to their line of business, and 
are able to secure information as to 


phases of their business which is pe­ 
culiar to their portion of the state 
and, because it m ay not be of interest 
in som e other portion, is not proper 
to place upon the program of the 
State Association. 
It is 
inst 
such 
reasons that a C ountry Banker, es­ 


pecially', can receive instruction and 
benefits from these m eetings, to say 
nothing of the immense benefit most 
of us get from the acquaintance and 
sociability afforded us by rubbing el­ 
bow s with those hankers of our vicin­ 
ity’, w hose checks and dlrafts we have 
honored for years, but w hose faces 
and personalities we have never come 
in contact with. 
A gain, these m eet­ 
ings 
while 
largely 
educational 
in 


character produce friendships and ac­ 
quaintances with those w ho m ay be of 
som e value to us in the future, for 
this .business of ours is one in which 
w e are expected to get at real facts, 
and w ho of us does not have occasion 
to inquire as to the standing or co n ­ 


us and it we becom e personally ac­ 
quainted with tile character and dis­ 
position of the banker in the vicinity 
of that person, through such a m eet­ 
ing 
this, we certainly m ay expect 
m ore courtesies than we could expect 
from an entire stranger. 
I have referred to the educational 
character of these m eetings and I feel 
sure no one present throughout to ­ 
day’s sessions will go home without 
having gained some new light upon 
hanking questions, and it is this edu­ 
cational feature o f the m eetings which 
will benefit the institutions under our 
supervision. T h e country banker, as a 
general rule has not a half dozen other 
institutions to whom he can refer the 
questions which com e up alm ost dai­ 
ly', and therefore to the country bank­ 
er especially' are these m eetings pro­ 
lines which m ay mean the savings of 
hundreds of dollars through inform a­ 
tion obtained bere which enabled him 
to be posted as to some point of Jaw , 
or the proper course to pursue in 
m aking a loan or collection. 
T h e law 
excuses 
ignorance 
of its 
provisions 
iii no person, but especially is it se­ 
vere when a banker enters such 
a 
plea as an excuse for som e mistake. 


A nother benefit which will accrue 
to a hank through 
its m embership 
iii the W isconsin Bankers Association 
i" the reward of $250 offered by' the 
Association to reimburse a m ember 
w ho suffers from a burglar or forger 
this reward is for the purpose of 
reim bursing the m em ber for m oney 
expended by' it in apprehending, or 
attem pting to apprehend, those w ho 
have defrauded or attem pted to d e­ 
fraud. 


I f you are a m em ber of the 
A ssocia­ 
tion and will read the Pinkerton in­ 
sign. you will see that they m ake no 


attem pt to apprehend a burglar unless 
he be a “ professional’* and carried as 
such on the Pinkerton roll of dis­ 
honor. 
M ost o f us country bankers, 
if we were to find our safe blown to 
pieces som e m orning would not know 
whether 
the 
“ b low er” 
w as 
on the 
Pinkerton roll or not, but if we be­ 
long to the W isconsin Bankers A s so ­ 
ciation we m ay feel sure that if we 
expend a hundred dollars in our at­ 
tempt to apprehend him or prove him 
to he on the Pinkerton list we know 
that we will not be out that hundred 
iii addition to the contents o f our 
safe, even though we are unable to 
prove him a professional. 
It is from 
our m em bership fees that the W iscon* 
"in Bankers Association set aside a 
certain part each year tow ard such 
a protective fund. 
If any of us are 


defrauded and will at once notify our 
G roup secretary', the

chinery o f every Group and of the 
W isconsin 
B ankers A ssociation will 
soon place all the m em bers on the 
lookout against a similar fraud.

It is at these Group m eetings that

depends largely on our abilities as 
collectors. 
A law yer can be as mean 
as he desires in m aking collections 
and still be thought well o f for lie 
a law yer and it is to be expected of 
him. hut a banker m ust be able to 
make his collections and still not in­ 
cur any' hard feelings. 
T h e first requisite in this business 
a first class tickler or follow-up 
system. 
T h e one that suits m y pur­ 
pose best is a card sytem that can be 
used as a tickler and index to notes 
and collections of all kinds as to the 
time they’ are due. 
E ach debtor is 
notified a few days before his paper 
is due and a second m ore urgent n o­ 
tice is sent a few’ days later if he 


docs not 
materialize. 
Later if this 
is o f no avail 
a personal 
letter is 
written. 
AH this data is kept on the 
I j card sn our records sh ow how prompt 
any custom er is in keeping his p ro m ­ 
ises.

It i- no exaggeration lo say that 75 
per cent of drafts received by the 
collection department of any bank are 
returned unpaid.
